century the Irish used tocut and slash each
other, merely, it seemed, in the way of phyai.

08 condemned a8 wrong among men, public
opimion is condemning na wrong among nations.
ere s Fuarhaps. no logical objection to a na-
tlon figh ing another nation—blockading its
ports, destroying itse commerce, paralyzing s
manufmctures, and killing its people. This Is an
independent nutional right, just as it was an n-
dependent perronal right for Heenan to thump
Bayers, and be thumped m return, but it is not
nmoral right, In the chge of nations, public
vorality ig ontraged. Peaceful commerce i8 in-
terrupted and destroyed, and where the industry
ol cne country depends upon another for its
pources of supply, distress ensues to thouspnds
©f innocent men and women and children,

We can better illustrate our point by referring
10 the war belwecn Spain and Chili. Whenever
the Spanish Government makes a periodieal
start out of the torpidity of centurizs, and an
ambitious statesman wishes to show “vigor,” he
mukes a quarrel with a South Ameriean repub-
lic. There i2 a popuiar impression that those
quarrels were settled by the successful revolo-
tions of the early part of this century—that
Mexico and Peru, and the nations around the
aequator, became republics as absolutely ns the
United States, Tois i8 o mistake, Spain never
gincerely admitied the independence of her
American colonies, She gave a deed of separa-
tlon, with the reservition that whenever ivsuited
her convenicnce or her ambition she would
come back nud tale her own again, The dream
of becoming once more the mistress ol the
Antilles, of having an Indies rivalling in wealth
and splendor the Indies of Englana, has long
hannted the Spaniards. The pol El_y o1 Cauning,
as represented by Palmerston, ard the Moaroe
doctrine of the Unmied Btales, prevented any
demoustration in favor of thws theury. Our
war gave the opportunity. America crippled
the banner of Castile might in be advanced
to the mountaina Balboa climbed, or even—
during thought!|—to the land where Ponce de
Leon vainly wooed youth and vigor. San Do-
mingo was ovcupied; an attempt was made upon
Mexico, which Napoleon prevented; 8 war was
foreed upon Peru; and now another war has
been declared against Chill. In none of these
cases had Spain any possible pretext.  What had
Mexico done that SBpain should send fleets to
murder her peonie ! Where is the erime of Pera
that her coast should be blockaded? Above all
things, what is the guilt of Chili? That
country, it seems, sympathizes with Pern ; she
refuses to muke her tervitory a base of opeéra-
tions of Bpain against a sister republio, and
ghe is at once blockaded! What 18 the
consequence ¢ Clill defies the blockade, closes
her copper mines, attacks and cnﬁitures a Spanish
ghip, and says il Englond and France can do
without her copper, she can wait, England,
iresh from a cotton famme in Luncashire, sees
before her a famine among the workers in brass
and copper. This Chili sends her 47,000 tons of
copper annunlly, Becaunse Spain is on a roving
comm!asion of Insult and depredalion, must she
Jose all this wealth? So England becomes
angry, and along with France sends word to
Spain that while they do not claim a right to
interfere with thet nelghbor's personsl matiers,
they do not want the peace of their people,their
comfort and prosperity destroyed, by reason of
a Bpanish whim of “honor.”

£o Bpain, brought to her senses, has submitted
her canse to England and France, We presume
there will be an end of the quarrel, So we trust
all such quurrels may end, Let the nations
come to a determination to stop this interna-
tional duelling, Let them do what they can to
lessen the canses of war—or rather, to restrict
the international limits of war. Buch wars as
that in Mexico, the recent strite in Hehleswig-
Holstein, and the wars in Pern and Chill, ihOllhl
bespaadi!y suppressed by general understand-
ing. We can soonest reach the bright consum -
mation of universal peace by preventing inter-
national duelling.

Reciprocity—A Question for Consideration.
From the Twmaa,

It is not easy to determine whether the De.
mocratic journals which have undertaken to
write up reciproeity are more intent upon serv-
ing the British Proyinces, or feeding auv ancient
grudge against the grent Unlon party.

Be thew purpose what it may, they are taking
the surest course to render it loeffective. In-
sisting up om ¢lose commercial intercourse with

Canada, they nevertheless confess that the
Fimance Minister of the Province, Mr. Gult, has
systematically violated the spiritof the treaty,
and so afforded smple grounds for its abroga.
tion. And while charging upon the Union party
the responsibility of terminating the trealy, they
arc constrained the pressure of facts o agmit
that this country not reaped the [ull measurs
of guin to which it has been entitled, and that
the continuapce of the arrangement in il past
shape is therelore not desirable, The very jour-
uals, then, which are advocating reciprocity as
against the Unlon party in Congress, themselves
furnish & justification of the action tuken by
that party in dealing with the question.

Upon two points suggested by the comments
of our Democratic contemporaries, we feel hound
to enter & decided protest,. We protest against
the attempt to make o plain question of trade a
pretext for the advocacy of Cansdian interests,
regardless of thelr bearing upon the interests or
our own oountry. We protest ageinst tactics
that would twist and pervert to party uses con-
siderations which should be divested of every-
thing save that which concerns the indusirial
and commercial life of the American r-uople. It
there I8 10 be a renewal of reciprocal trade on
terais essenlially skin to those of the treaty
which will expire in March next, it must be tor
other ressons than those now urged in behall
of Canada.

Judged by
this standurd, the treaty with the British Proy-
mees musl be pronounced o failore,  Asido from
the faithlessness on the part of Canada to which
we have alluded, the operation of tne treaty has
developed results whueh Congress could not have
pasged over without a palpable neglect of duoy.
[ts concessions and advantages have been ahown
to be unequal, The Provinces surrendored very

little and acquired very much; this couniry con- |

ceded a great deal and gained comparalively
pothing, Tuweir duties bear undoly upon our
products, while we made free the larger propor-
tion of theirs, The treaty imposed upon them
ouly a trifling loss of revepue; upon us it has
entalled o snoritice which could nos at any time
be overlooked,

dry recital of figures, or a discussion ol the
abetrictions on which profound pundits: love to
dwell. Theories en the balance ol wrade are
sometimes amusing, but rarcly conclosive, ex-
cept when & case is proved withoot them.. This
case ol reciproeity is manageable by the people,
whether the theorsts say yen or nay., We have
experimonted these ten years, and propose now
to profit by the lessons learned. Under any cir-
cumsiances this would be a duty, The fuct that
reciproeity is vitul to Canads should not alone
chunge our course, Priding itsell’ on its colomal
relation, although more than sixiy per cent. of
its exports come into the United States, its
claime to commercial favor cannot be exemvted
from the ordinary fest of business interest. Thus
tried, the treaty has been condemned,

Manutacturers whose products are admitted
into the Canadian market only atter payment ot
heavy duties, complam of the disadvantage im-
poeed by those who thrive by free acoess to the
American market, Iwporters, who fancied that
they saw in Canada a field for encerprige, dis-
cover that the province with which they dealt
80 liberally hias taken sﬁecml pains to fayor the
St Lawrence route at their expense, Producers
ol various grades ore impatient under a compe-
tition which brings f¢ w countervailing beneiits,
and entails lugses not lessened by the pay ol
gratitude, In this direction the current has been
preatly changed, [hé logic of experience is
doing its work, The woolgrowers have sent
forth fheir ufterances, and other brauches of
the farming fraternity are not disinclived to say
amen.

Whole communities avow nn scceptance of the
moral, Chicago, but lutely an unit tor recipro-
city, is mow loud neainst it; and those bodies
which, like the Chamber of Commerce of this
city, strenuonsly favor extended intercourse, and
deprecate much of the opposition te the treaty,
admit n necessity for its modification, The num-
ber of those who desire an extension of the
treaty ns it is, is Tudicrously small. The journala
which would make of reciprocity a partisan
shuttlecock give iribute to the popuolar will, so
fur as the existing system 18 conceryed. Even
they couple plens for reciprocity with assertions
touching the propriety ol reconsidering, revis
ing, recasting the treaty.

In sddition to the manifold reasons growing
out of experience, we have the greater and yet
maore urgent reason suggested by the altered elr-
cumstances of the country. When the treaty
wae originally entered into we were a lightl
taxed people, 1eady to run a fiseal race with all
comere. There was, then, at the outset, no ob-
vigus hardship or injustice in admifting the
population of the provinces Lo our markets, and
no peculiar folly in the expectation that we
mig 12&&&1 ground m their markete, The legacy
derived from the gigantic strugele through
which we have trilumphantly passed has changed
our position in this respect. All clacses are now
required to sustain their share of a load of which
wa can never lose sieht when questions concern-
ing revenue challenge attention. The farmer
and the forwarder, the mechanie and the mano-
facturer, the merchant and the Iaborer—all are
interested in the equitable adjustment ol our
trade relations with other countries, It would
be neither palitic nor just to expose the Ameri-
can producer to unrestrained competition with
provinces which propose to enter freely our
murkets, and at the same hme remsin exempt
from our burdens,

Spain and Chili—Violation of our Neue
trality vaws,
From the World,

By a despatch from Washington, from a source
which we think entit'ed to credit, we learn that
there bas lately been perpetrated an evasion of
our nentrality laws, in the interest of Chill.
Two vessels have been purchased on Ouilian ae-
oount, loaded with certain munitions ol war, und
madé thelr escape to sea, with the purpose of
proceeding to the Chillun const, blowing up the
Spanish veessels-of-war, and thus raising the
bhleckade of the Chillan voast, "One of these
veseels was 1o the Uniied States service in the
late war, having been 80ld by the Navy Depart-
ment 10 the pirty of whom the Chilian agent
maio the purchase. The officers who went out
on board of them have uleo been in our naval
werylee; the torpodoes were manufactured In
New York city; clearances were prooured st the
New York Custom Honse as for vessels is owned
b_}'.(thlllan citizens; and they salled under the
Chilian flag. :

The facts here recited may revive, with some
chgnge in the dwputants, guestions which have
vecently been discussed belwgen our Govern-
ment and that of Great Britain, It wall be'seen
that the present case bears s close resomblance
to the escave from the ports of Enelsnd of the
Shenandooh and other Confederste vessels, for
whose depredations on our commerce our Gov-
ernmeént has demsuded reparation from the.

enfarcement,. When Texns waged her war of
independence sgainst Mexiwo, our Southern citi-
zens went, with arms in their bhsnds, to her
fissistances in the Canadian putriol war, North-
ern ettizong# followed thelr exnmple; tne Lopez
expedition against Cuba salled trom New Or-
leans; Walker had private support in the United
States in his expeditions in Nicaragua; but in
none of these enses wonld our Government have
ucceded to claims for the damsges inflicted by
those violators o1 our laws, When they had
cecaped trom our jurisdiction they merely put
themselves beyond the pale of our protection (ns
well us of our punishwent), and exposed them-
selves to whatever the justice or the vepgeance
ol the aggrieved natrons might infliot.

One of the arguments most iusisted on by Mr.
Adums, in his correspondence with Lord{Rus-
sell, could not be uszed by Spain if ghe should
demand reparation for the injmies done by these
vessels, Mr. Adams contended that the Con-
federate Btutes  could not be considered as a
navul power at all, as they had peither ports nor
ucress to the ocean. Whether this argument be
sound or iallacions, it clearly is not pertinent to
the case of Chili. Chili has always had a flag
upon the seas, and though her six prncipal
orts are blockuded, she has some thirty or forty
casor ones to which the Dblockade dees not
apply, and to which captures made by her ves.
sels oun be tuken for condemnation. These
vessels will proceed to some Chilian port before
recelving commiesions, which will shield them
from one of the legal objections made aguinst
those of the South.

The case on which we have commented, and
the posgibilities it involves, will be turned to the
best use, if they shall contribute to that liberal-
ity and moderation of views which ought to be
brought to the consideration of the unsettled
questions respecting the labilities of neutral
nations, It is important for the peace of the
the world that some role should be esta-
blished which nations will be willing to accept
ne governing their obligations ana responsibili-
ties in respect to acts committed by their omi-
zens without their copsent, and which may here.
alter prevent such questions as nave arisen
between us and G reat Britain,

The Reassembling of Congress—The Res
publican Party and the Administration.
From (he Herald,

After their holiday recess of a fortnight the
two houses of Congress, fresh from the people,
have returned to busmess, From their confer-
ences with their constituents we doubt not that
the members of the dominant paity are better
qualified than at the organization of the House
to shape their leglslative measures according to
the prevailing public séntiment of the country
on all great questions of the dey. The Southern
reconstruction and restoration policy of the

President's Message, it must now be appurent
even 1o such visionary radieals as Megsrs, Sum-
ner and Btevens, is in great favor ammliz the
people, und that the masses ol both parnes In the
Noith desire the restoration to Cougress of the
excluded Stutes in a apirit of liberality and con-
fidence, and  without unnecessary delay upon
matiers of secondnry importance.

With the nbolition ol slavery, however,
wherrby one million six hundred thousand
Sonthern blacks, heretofore excluded, now come
within the representative population of the
Houth, some new regulation of this matter seems
to be regarded by the Republicans ns a question
of primary imporiance, They hold that the four
mijlions of blacks in the Sonth should either
hive the right of sullpage or should be excluded
trom an emuneration ol {he people as a busis for
representation in Congress, Under the Consti-
tution 48t is all the Bouthern blacks must now
be counted; while, on the other hand, the power
ol regulating the elective Iranchize bhelongs not
to'Congress, but to the several States. Hence
ihe only way in which Congress can rench these
questions ot negro sufirage and negro represen-
tation §s through an amendmert ot the Constitu-
tion. Buch an amendment has been already
extenevely discussed among the Republican
members, and we are promised that it will
shortly be bronght ketore the House in the form
ol & groposition making the nuniber ol voters in
ench Stite the basis ol [ta representation in the
pobulnr hranch ol Congress.

Jpon this subiect, and the general subject of
reconstruction, General Behenck, of Ohlo, 8 lead-
ing miember o the House, in bis speech at Colum.
busg, Ohlo, made known some very importantfiots
and contempluted proceedivgs, He sald, among
uther thuw")l. that “you will filud that Consrcss
will sland by the Presdent. an the President by
Congress,” and that “all ditliculties will be over
come;" that *‘the Pressdent and Congrass, stand-
ing toirether, are determined that certain terins"
of yeconstruction shull be complied with; that
these lerms embrace, first, the Constilutional
Amendment abolishing slavery, alrendy legally
eflocted; second, provision against the payment
of Kebel debts; nnd “ third, a Constitutional
apendment basing represeniation in Congreds
on the yoting pdpulation, This amendment, he

Union should be so amended as to ltmit the right
of national representation to the legal number
of voters In each State," ete.

This, then, may be consldered the leading
feature of the Congressionnl programme ol
Southern restoration—a constiiutional amend-
ment setlling the vegro suffrage question by
making the basls of Federal representution thoe
legal volers of each State,
the blacks are not allowed to vote they will not
be coumted, and thus the Southern States will
be lsit to determine on the suflrige question
whether by excluding the blacks they will agree
fo sacrifice twenty or thirty mewmbers of Cou-
gress, or by mving the biscks the right to vote
they will nceept the gmm of twenty or thirty
membere, We think this alternative would
soon settle the guestion in fuvor of negro
sullrare, for the Bouthern States huve always,
and very wisely too, put a high valostion upon
n member of Congress, Thus by a Lraned
minority they ruled the country lor many yoars
ngninst  tpe  undisciplined and constantly
changing representatives of the North.

Under the proposed gmendment the New
England States will lcse halt a dozen members
of Congress—unless they give the suffrage to
their woman—while the West wiil gnin consld-
erably, and the Bouthern States will lose or
gain as they may deny or give the right of vot-
ing to the blacks, The proposition seams to be

while the Stare Legislatures are generally in
session, 0 that duoring this winter the question
may be settled, We think the excluded Beutes
entitied to admission upon the terms laid down
by the President; but i’ he 18 in favor ol this
proposed amendment a8 a compromise with
Congress; and as a new condition of restoration,
we are sure thet he is in favor of immediate ac-
tion, Ir the thing is to be tried it ought to be
tried without logs of time,
